New York, Nov. ll — After a spec­ 
tacular race against time down the 
Hudson River, surrounded by puffing 
tugs and fireboats, and with 
flames 
licking about her forward decks, the 
burning Morgan 
Line freighter El 
Mundo last night lay beached on the 
Communipaw flats, near Ellis Island, 
out of {he way of harbor traffic. 
Thousands of spectators lined the 
New York and New Jersey shores and 
watched tho heroic fight of the tiny 
tugs to drag 
the burning freighter 
out of the river, as she was threaten­ 
ing to sink 
and block the 
shipping 
channel. 
Flames which started from an ex­ 
plosion in her forward fuel oil tanks 
shortly after 3 
o’clock continued to 
burn briskly, sweeping the freighter 
from bow to stern, despite the efforts 
of a *swarm of fire-fiyhters 
to hold 
them in control. 
The ship, a craft of 
10,000 tons, is 
almost a 
complete 
wreck, with her sides torn by blasts 
and her forward superstructure car­ 
ried away by the fire. 
Eight Burned, One Fatally 
All members of the crew of the ill­ 
fated vessel, which arrived here from 
Galveston lust Monday, with a general 
cargo, have been accounted for, police 
officials said last night. 
Eight of the deck-hands were re­ 
ported seriously burned, 
one 
prob­ 
ably 
fatally—Michael 
Bertuleit, a 
water tender, 
whose 
clothe?; 
were 
burned from his body. 
More than a score of 'longshoremen 
and members of the crew were un­ 
loading 
the 
vessel 
at 
Southern 
Pacific Line pier when the fuel tank, 
containing several thousand gallons 
of oil, 
blew 
up 
without 
warning, 
hurling men in 
all 
directions, 
and 
carrying away ^ section of the deck. 
Plates on the 
port 
side 
also were 
tom out, and the 
ship 
immediately 
began to list. Sprayed by the burning 
oil, many workers on Hie pier had 
narrow' escapes from being burned to 
death. 
Several also had the clothes 
blown from their bodies by the force 
of the blast, which shook the water­ 
front for blocks. 
Second Explosion Soon Follows 
Police reserves and firemen rushed 
to the scene in answer to several 
alarms, and removed the injured, but 
w'ere unable to penetrate the forward 
part of the ship, which was wrapped 
in smoke and flames. 
As three other 
big oil tanks were threatened, fire 
officials, fearing 
another explosion, 
issued orders 
clearing the 
pier of 
workers and newspaper men. 
Fire­ 
men also were ordered off the blazing 
freighter, which began to list danger­ 
ously on the port side.
